In order that each tax payer may be thus informed, attention is directed j 


to the following Ohio Laws relative to the valuation o£ real estate. Section 
No. 5548 0. C. provides: 
-Each county is made the unit for assessing real estate for taxation pur- 


poses. The county auditor in addition to his other duties, shall be the assessor, 
for all the real estate in his county for purposes of taxation, privileged that) 
nothing herein shall affect the power conferred upon the tax commission of 
Ohio in the matter of the valution and assessment of. the property of any 
public utility. 


• 
"Annually between the first day of January and the first day of February, 


the county auditor shall ascertain whether the real estate in each township, 
village, ward or city is assessed 'for taxation in the aggregate at its true 
value in money, as the same then appears on tho tax duplicate. If he finds 
that it is assessed at its true value in money, in any such township, village, 
ward or city, ho shall, subject to the provisions hereinafter made, enter such 
*-aIualion upon the tax list and duplicate for the current year. In such event, 
and unless he finds that such property is not assessed at its true value in 
money in each such subdivision, such assessments shall constitute the valua- 
tion for taxation for the current year, subject to the provisions hereinafter 
made. 


"Said county auditor shall submit his finds concerning the valuation of 


such real estate to the Board of County Commissioners of his county, and 
.•-aid board shall at a hearing fixed within not less than ten nor more than 
two-iv »ia\s thereafter, confirm, modify, or set aside the same by order entered 
on the journal of said board. Notice of such hearing shall be given by publica- 
tion i-i a iiouripapor of gdneral circulation in the County. 


"If, by such order, it be determined that the real estate in any such sub- 


division is not on the duplicate at its true value in money, then such county 
auditor shall proceed to assess such real estate in such sub-division or sub- 
divisions Such assessment shall also be made by him in any such sub- 
division UP.OII the filing of a petition therefor with the county auditor, signed 
by not less than twenty-live free holders in such sub-divisions or by the Board 
of Trustees of any such township, or by the council of any such village. Such 
petition may be filed at any time between the first day of January and the first 
Monday in March in any year. Such assessments shall also be made by him 
in any such city, village, township, or ward, when the tax commission of 
Ohio, after investigation, finds that the aggregate value for taxation of the 
r^al estate therein is not its true value in money and orders that such assess- i 
ment be made. The county auditor shall cause to be made the necessary ] 
abstracts from books of his office, containing such description of real estate j

The question: "Shall the real 


estate of the county be ro-valued 
for taxation purposes?" is one of 
the most vital before the tax pay- 
ers for immediate consideration.

GRANT'S GRANDDAUGHTER URGES ^ 


AID FOR SUFFERING RUSSIAN EXILES 


After a residence of twenty 
years in Russia, Princess Can- 
tacuzene, who was born in the 
White House during the presi- 
dency of Gen. Grant, her grand- 
father, has returned U. Washing- 
ton. In the old War building at 
532 Seventeenth street, where 
Gen. Grant had his office dur- 
ing his term as secretary of 
war in 1865, she has 
opened 
headquarters for the American 
Central Committee for Russian 
Relief, the only organization aid- 
ing refugees outside of Russia. 
She has already 
succeeded in 


raising almost $200,000. 
"The sufferers who will benefit 


by this fund are the real Rus-, 
sians," says the princess. "They 
are the intellectuals who have 
been driven from Russia by the 
Bolshevik tyrants.

Firemen and Enginemen as tho result 
of charges that the Interstate Road 
"was not putting into effect the wage 
Increases ordered by the board in May. 
3920. The unions charged that officials 
of the road acquired knowledge of tel- 
egrams addressed to Arwood and Sil- 
vers and then discharged them. The 
road did not combat this charge, but 
made a reply to the effect that it did 
not care to present an> evidence in 
the case because it did not deal with
